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Non-Responsive Amendment 



The reply filed on June 4, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because 
of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

The amendment filed on June 4, 2004 (Paper No. 12) amending all claims such that the 
remaining pending claims are claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP 
§ 821.03). 

The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention (Species I, Figures 1-10) 
because the invention, as defined in amended independent claims 1, 10 and 38, set forth a pole 
piece P3 which extends to the air bearing surface. As set forth clearly and unequivocally in the 
Applicants' specification, this feature is drawn to Figure 11 9 which had been identified by the 
Examiner as Specie JJ, drawn explicitly to Figures 11 and 12 in the original restriction 
requirement (Paper No. 3, mailed March 31, 2003). See Figures 1 1 and 12 of Applicants' 
drawings and page 1 1, lines 13-26 (in particular, see page 1 1, lines 13-15 and lines 23-26 of 
Applicants' specification).
